rim aſſentiri in negotinm novi matrimonij Regis, which uttered, 
after ſentence of condemnation, (whenno evaſion or fubterfu- 
gies would _— muſt proceed ſurely from his conſcience; 
and before this, he wrote a letter to Mr. Secretary Cromwel, 
(which I have ſeene) wherein he proteſted, he was not againſt 
the King, either for his ſecond marriage, or for the Churches 

ſupremacy : But wiſheth him good ſucceſle in thoſe affaires;, 
&c. which renders him,(well looked upon) not ſo ſtout a Cham- 

jon for the Pope, as many of his partiall friends and Romaniſts

now upon a better view and deliberation, foreſeeing what 
this had in it, He propounds very faire Conditions for a Peace 
with the French King , which the French King was as willing to 
intertaine, and ſo it was concluded ; Perkin after this began to 
thinke the King ſhortned his: reſpects', and looked upon 
him ( as it were ) but imagipe luſca, with halfe a Coun- 
tenance, and fearing there might bee ſome capitulation in 
this new League, that might concerne his liberty , private- 
ly quits Paris , returning to his Aunt of Burgondy. Al- 
though Perkin was thus ſhortned in his forraine expecta- 
tions , hee had thoſe both in England and Freland , that 
much favored him and his cauſe , making another voyage 
into 7relard, but returned with his firſt comfort; for though 
they ſtood conſtantly affefted and were willing, the Kings Officers 
curbed thei ſo, they could not ſtir. | 
From Ireland hee ſayled into England , landing at Bod- 
min in Cornewall , the Corniſh and Weſterne men there- 
abouts receiving him very gladly, proclayming him King 
of Exgland and of France, &c, by the Title of Richard 
the Fourth ( as Hee had beene proclaimed before in the 
North parts of Exgland , by the Councell and Countenance 
of the King of Scots. ) Out of Cornewall Hee marches into 
Devonſhire to Exeter , to which Hee layd Siege , having 
then about five thouſand men in his Army; but the Kings 
being at hand and farre ſtronger, Hee was forc't: to riſe 
from the ſiege , upon which thoſe few friends Hee had 
left ( finding His want, and the King with greater ſtrength 
approaching ) forſooke him to provide for themſelves : 
us abandoned, no way before him but flight, and being 
well mounted , with a traine of ſome forty or fifty reſo- 
lute Gentlemen , recovers the Abby of Beanely in Hamp- 
ſhire, where Hee tooke Sanftuary , from which the Kings

and particularly by Act of Parliament, a hateful. Tax (though diſ- 
guiſed with the name of a Benevolence) forbearing to impoſe 
any upon the people. 

Then, A Tyrant doth not onely rapine his Subjes, but ſpoils 
and robs Churches and Church-men. But King Richard did many 
good things both for the publike good, advancing Gods ſervice, 
and maintenance of his Miniſters and Church-men. 

Tyrannun pinm eſſe non eſt facile ( as Sophocles well obſerved.) 
And the Oracle pronounced, Porte felicitatis ad Tyrannidem clau- 
/e. Tyrantsbe cruel and bloody : but this King , by the teſti- 
mony of hisenemies , was very merciful and mail >. who con- 
telle he was of himſelf gentle, and affably diſpoſed. Theſe be 
their own words. | 

Therefore, wheretyrannical aGts be objefted againſt him , they 
muſt be conceived done by other men, or by their practice, 
or Elſe before he was King ; and what he did then , Was not, 
nor could be properly called Tyranny. 

Amongſtthoſe they impute 3ohim when he was King, which 
are called Tyrannies, the beheading Hemry Stafford Duke of Buc- 
kingham wasthe chiefeſt : yet thata&, the cauſe and juſt mo- 
tivesof it being wellperuſed, cannot be cenſured Tyranny ; ra- 
ther, due and neceſſary Juſtice: forif the King had not put down 
the Duke, the Duke would haveputdown the King.

Henry the Sixth by his Grandmother Queen Katherine, widow O

father of this King Henry the Seventh ; and ſo he was Nephew 
alſoto Charles the Seventh King of France. I onely conceive he 
took it by too violent a hand, not ſtaying temps bene placiti. 

And here I may fitly take occaſion to make up a Defe& or 
Brack covertly imputed to the Titles of the Normans, and Prin- 
ces of York, by our ___ Hiſtorians and Chroniclers. 

And firſt, wearetoſuppole, If there be, it grew by the er- 
rour of King Edwards Marriage, by which they hold that Ti- 
tle was weakned ( atthe leaſt cniſhed) but that could have 
no continuance, being made ſound again as ſoon as King Richard 
came to raign, and after cured and confirmed by the mighty 
power of ſundry Parliaments, by which it was made as ſtrong 
and firm as ever ; beſidesthe aid of the Diſpenſations Apoſtoli- 
cal' (in thoſe times ſacred and authentick.) And without that 
(if need were) our Kingnow raigning hath other Royal Rights, 
more then fyniculas; Triplex ; ſomemore ancient, authentick and | 
juſt, therefore.more ſecured, and of more profperous hopes then 
that Norman Title, which wasa violent acqueſt of the Sword, 
and a purchaſe madeby blood, ſo conſequently none of the beſt ; 
which was well conceived by that great HK aa when he ſaid, 
Non eſt dinturna poſſeſſuo in quam gladio inducimus. Neither would 
it avail in this behalf tociteor avouch the Donation of this King- 
dom , which the Confeflor is ſaid to have madeto Wi/ian . 
Conquerour, beingto nopurpoſe, becauſe that gift or Legacy 
was y vor enak a diſallowed by the Barons of this Land , and 

found tobe void. 


Yet time now, and preſcription, have alſo made that Title 
good : for. preſcription' hath power to ratifie and confirm the 
Titles both of Princes and of privatemen. 

_ Burour King is the immediate and ſole lawful Heir of King 
Egbert ( who firſt gavethe name of England to this Land, an
